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THE NFCUS QUESTION 

Why . do we need a National Federation of Canadian University 
Students? What should sueh an organization do? What is its funda- 
mental purpose? 

No one seems to know. 

NFCUS has existed for eighteen years, but there is still no clear 
idea of its purpose. Each year the ardent delegates to the NFCUS 
Conference plead for a "return to the fundamentals," and the exclu- 
sion of activities which, though perhops valuable, ore but secondary. 
Each year the good resolutions flounder, for no one can agree which 
octivities ore fundamental, which secondary. 

As long as NFCUS has vogue, poorly defined, and all-inclusive 
aims, it will continue to achieve none of them. The reformers are 
right — there is a need for NFCUS to return to the fundamentals. 
But there is on even greater need to discover what these fundomen- 
- tols ore. 

This basic disagreement extends even to the severest critics or 
the Federation. They cry that "NFCUS has done nothing," but sug- 
gestions OS to whot such an orgonization should do ore few and con- 
tradictory. With this inherent disability, it is not surprising that 
NFCUS ochleves so little. 

This fotol weakness from which stem most of the others, cannot 
be blamed upon NFCUS; it is a problem that no Canadian student 
union could hope to ovoid. A substitute organization, if such could 
be formed, which is unlikely, would hove the some disunity and would 
probably do no more than NFCUS hos done. Canadian students, we 
think, are not likely ever to hove a strong, united and politically 
powerful organization such as exists in many European countries. We 
doubt that Canadian students even wont such an organization, for 
it is quite foreign to our tradition. 

If, however, we do wont o nctioncl student organization of some 
sort, the Nationol Federation of Canadian University Students with 
all its major defects is probably as effective a one as we'll get. 

Today you must decide whether you wont to be associated with 
0 notional student organization, with its necessary weakness, lock 
of unity and ineffectiveness, or whether you consider such an orgoni- 
zotion a waste of time. The National Federation of Conodian Uni- 
versity Students is that notional organization, and it v/ill survive 
with or without McGili; , : ^ :, :::^i^J-i:-Mi f-

A Music StudenI Protests 



Dear Sir: 

A notice In'the^Dolly yesterday 
stated that one of the items to be 
(li.scussed at the forthcoming Stu- 
dent's Society Meeting is the repre* 
sentalion on the S.E.Ci of the 
■Faculties of iMusic and Divinity, 
the School of Social Work and the 
Library School. It has been propos- 
ed that there be oiie' representative 
for all four faculties. 

In the past, it appears that 
liusic ahd Divinity have consented 
to 4ie jointly represented on the 
Council hy one person — while the 
School of Social Work aiid the 
Library School have had no voice 
at all. 

I am strongly opposed to this, 
and consider it to lie a stcprihlthe 



wrong direction. It would be ex- 
ceedingly difficult for one . . . 
(nieinl)cr) to reprcesnt aecurutely 
the views of four different facul- 
ties as each Faculty has different 
opinions and needs. 

I believe that all students should 
have equal rights. Each student 
pays ?15.00 in student Society fees, 
so why shouldn't each student be 
equally represented? 

I fedl thot each Faculty should 
bo individually loprcsented on the 
Council at nil times in order that 
a cross section of student opinion 
be obtained. In this way, each fac- 
ulty could bear its full share of 
responsibility in the administration 
of student affairs. 

(îail Ciiniiinfj, .Mu.s 2 
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There is a major inconsistency 
in the arguments of the petitioners 
for withdrawal from NFCUS 
which is glaring as it is fatal to 
their stand. 

The petitioners agree that the 
principle of NFCUS is worthy. 
(They could not, with sincerity, 
argue otherwise.) They deplore 
what they call the "inefficiencies" 
of NFCUS. And yet they nsk not 
for reform, but for withdrawal 1 I I 
The principal is worthy of achieve- 
ment, they say, and yet they are 
willing to drop it if it can be 
achieved only slowly and with dif- 
ficulty. 

It is argued that NFCUS has 
done nothing, and can do nothing. 
It is odd that this was argued in 
the same manner both before and 
after Miss Alison Knox pointed to 
specific things which have been 
done, arc being done, and can be 
done. Surely the points made by 
.Mi.ss Knox require an answer' if 
the petitioners are to prove their 
case. 

It has been pointed out that re- 
form of NFCUS has been tried -in 
the past, and has failed. This ig- 
nores the fact that changes have 
been made .this yenr, nn<I that thl^ 
need for reform is recognized by 
NFCUS menybers and will be 
achieved if the reformers do not 
quit (or withdraw, if you prefer) 
For exanlplc, a regional conference 
will be held this month, and the ré- 
évaluation and re-organization of 
NFCUS is the featured topic. iMc- 
Gill's job is to contribute to such 
re-organization and re-evaluation, 
not to withdraw. Reform from tlie 
inside may be difficult; but it is 
olniost ludicrous to say that such 
reform con be achieved from the 
outside. 

The money spent on NFCUS, it 
is said, could bo better use<l. This 
is a spacious argument. There arc 
few e.\penditurcs which could not 
be discredited on the ground tliat 
there exist other projects which 
need money. Would it be fair to 
say, that we should eliminate Win- 
ter Carnivals, for example, so, that 
we may spend more money on scho- 
larships? 

NFCUS, it is said, is not repre- 
sentative of the body of students 
in Canada. Then it is time for re- 
forni. 

NFCUS, claims Mr. Sims, a 
NFCIX3 scholor, did not act as a 
welcoming committee for him. Fur- 
thermore, he claims, NFCUS does 
not pay for the scholarship. It is 
NFCUS, however, which arranged 
the scholarship and made it pos- 
sible. 

The words "McGill student" have 
little meaning today. The words 
"Canadian student" have little 
meaning. NFCUS can give "Cana- 
dian student" pieaning. 

Canadians are too provincial. 
This is particularly deplorable 
when it could be said of their lead- 
ers. Their leaders of tomorrow 
should be given a chance to broad- 
en the scope of their views and 
contacts. 

No one knows better than a stu- 
dent the needs of students. A 
strong NFCUS couW bring these 
needs to the notice of the public

' It) thi.s brief article I wish to in- 
dicate why I think NFCUS in its 
present form is inefficient, ineffec- 
tive and unworthy of your further 
support. Whether it is likely to 
change for the better enough to 
warrant coiitinucd McGill member- 
ship, is a question you must de- 
cide for yourself today. 

1. Any decision made - at the 
NFCUS Conference has to be rati- 
fied by each individual member 
university. NFCUS has not the 
power to enforce its decisions. Any 
member can defeot a policy by 
threatening to withdraw (e.g. La- 
val when in the .minority on • the 
Russian student exchange issue) : 
any member can withdraw without 
seriously affecting its privileges, 
j)restige or participation in inter- 
collegiate events (e.g. U. of Mon- 
treal). NFCUS is as much a na- 
tional organization as the Unite<l 
Nations is a world government. 

2. Most nation-wide student pro- 
grams are already organized and 
their executives are generally anxi- 
ous not to be identified with 
NFCUS. For example,' these in- 
clude national conferences such as 
those of medical (OAMSI) and di- 
vinity students; the Canadian Uni- 
versity Press; the Intercollegiate 
Athletics Union; and the World 
University Service of Canada. 
Sueh events as national debating 
fixtures, when handled by NFCUS, 
have generally been notably dis- 
organized. 

;i. Every year the NFCUS Con- 
ference draws up a budget. This 
budget is seldom realistic because 
revenue can be drastically reduced 
by the withdrawal of any member 
college as n result of the confer- 



ence. Also the budget is drawn up 
>by one committee before it knows 
what the (national program will be 
: — as recommended by another com- 
inittce. In 1953, 1 sat on the budget 
committee nt a session which lasted 
until G:30 am. After sixteen hours 
of deliberation its budget for the 
whole year listed a surplus of ex- 
actly one dollar to cover emergen- 
cies! 

4. As long as student council 
presidents and other experienced 
student leaders decline nomination 
to the NFCUS Executive, that 
Executive will consist of inexperi- 
enced officers elected by acclama- 
tion. This is always an unhealthy 
sign. 

5. Particularly in Quebec, gov- 
ernment aid for education must be 
sought from the Provincial Gov- 
ernment. This is only embarassed 
hy the impolitic resolutions of a 
national conference. 

6. The much-emphasized Travel 
Department of NFCUS is in fact 
a tourist agency catering for the 
minority of students who can go 
to Europe each summer; its profit 
comes from non-student trade. It 
in a manner which could not be 
equalled by individual universities 
acting separately. 

Student opinion should be heard 
on matters of national policy. A 
strong NFCUS could give students 
the Voice they lack. 

We are agreed, it seems, that 
NFCUS COULD be valuable! Wo' 
are then faced with two possible 
courses of action: 1) withdraw 
from NFCUS and kill its principle 
08 well as itself, or at least disso- 
ciate McGill from its principle; or 
2) press for the realization of the 
tjiio of NFCUS that we want, re- 
fusing to quit when met by ob- 
stacles. The logical move, it would 
seem, would be to adopt the second 
course of action. Withdrawal would 
be submission to the apathy which 
petitioners themselves deplore. 
Withdrawal cannot affect a reali- 
zation of the principle with which 
we are all allegedly in agreement.

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Nteus Prez Attacks 
L<»cal Committees

When students find fault with the National Federation of Cancdion University Students, they 
should look first to see what their own campus is doing to support NFCUS, according to President 
Doug Burns. 

Speaking to McGill student executives in a brief visit to Montreal, Burns mentioned inactivity 
ond inefficiency of local NFCUS committees and lack of co-operation on the port of student councils 
OS the major stumbling blocks to NFCUS achievement. He chorged local NFCUS committees in 
some universities with failure to carry out the jobs given them ond with failure in keeping students 
Informed about whot the Federation is doing. Much of the time ond effort of the Notional Office, he 
noted, was spent trying to get local committees to do their job/y :-n>i^:^*?f^^ 

Buma oIbo blasted student coun- 
cils for their lack of interest in 
NFCUS and in their local NFCUS 
committees. Many councils, he 
added, made no effort to see 
that the local committees were 
competently staffed and sent dele- 
gates to Conferences of the Fcder- 
otion who were ignorant either of 
NFCUS and its aims or of Coun- 
cil opinions on crucial issues. 
Late Fees 

Burns also criticised student 
councils for partial or Intc pay- 
ment of fees, and for basing the 
amount of the fees due on inac- 
curate registraUon figures. He 
mentioned that McGill had held up 
NFCUS activity by the delay in 
payment of this year's fees. The 
cheque for the first half of these 
fees was held up for close to a 
month by Marv Gamcroff, Pres- 
ident of the Students' Society, at 
the insistance of students who 
voiced their intention of holding a 
Students' Society meeting at that 
time to secure McGiU's immediate 
withdrawal. 

Bums pointed out that it was 
unfair to criticize NFCUS for lack 
of progress under the increased 
fee last year, as many universities 
did not in fact pay the fee in- 
crease. These universities were 
mainly those .with large enroll- 
menta^v BoiiifliatJit the I total revenue 



for the Federation last year was 
virtually the same as it had been 
the year before. 

Government Scholarships 
Asked what NFCUS has done 
this year, Burns particularly 
stressed the campaign for govern- 
ment scholarships and contact 
with the National Employment 
Buerau. 

'He said that the scholarships 
campaign had made both govern- 
ment and public conscious of the 
need for scholarships and of stu- 
dent interest in the problem, by 
talking both to Federal and Pro- 



.vincial officials as well as to such 
groups as service clubs and labour 
organizations. He also stated that 
the NFCUS Executive had suc- 
ceeded in getting the Employment 
Bureau to give its local agencies 
information of student Job oppor- 
tunities throughout Canada, rather 
than only in the locality concerned^ 
Bums expressed regret that Mc- 
Gill should be considering with- 
drawal at this time, for he felt 
that the Federation this year was 
firmly estoblished for the first 
time, and had now a chance to be- 
come strong. 



PROF. GIBBS GOES 
ON DESPITE FLOOD 



DENTS DISCUSS 
NEW MACHINE AT 
D.U.S. MEETING 

The fifth D.U.S. meeting of the 
current year was held Tuesday 
night at 8 pm. After the read- 
ing of the minutes and a short bu- 
siness session Mr. Henry Husolow 
introduced the guest speaker. Dr. 
J. McCutcheon who discussed the 
Air-Dent Machine ' and the new 
dental clinic. 

The Air-Dent Machine is an ef- 
fort to produce good cavity prepar- 
ations with the minimum of pain. 
It consists of two tanks, contain- 
ing abrasive and cleaning pow- 
ders. The vibration of these tanks 
causes the powders, under carbon 
dioxide pressure, to flow to the 
tooth being operated upon. A suc- 
tion pump ^en collects the used 
powders. 

- The new dental clinic to be 
opened this June is the realiza- 
tion of an age old dream and the 
culminotion of five yeors of ex- 
tensive planning and work on the 
port of both the dental faculty and 
the university heads. It will be 
situated on the third floor of the 
new Montreal General Hospital, 
and will have operating and 
laboratory space for 38 students. 
The equipment will be the most 
modem available. Every means 
has been utilized to provide a con- 
genial atmosphere for both patient 
and student. 



It is felt by the students of Bo- 
tany 11 B that there is such a thing 
as overemphasizing a point. When 
Professor Gibbs spoke of the enor- 
mous food-raising potentialities of 
the volumious sea around ùs, 
there was no need for the trickle, 
the stream, the deluge of water 
which then poured from the ceil- 
ing. 

This crisis did not end tho lec- 
ture. .Stdents merely translated 
themselves about tho room away 
from the flood and Professor Gib- 
bs, himself, was completely unmov- 
ed. (His remarks obout "the dan- 
ger if it reached the electric wir- 
ing" or the fact that the '•roof may 
cavelat'anyimomentliii^ilSSl^n be 



taken as mere sallies.) He went on 
with his lecture, accompanied by 
the corroborative sound of the 
water. One felt that if (and when) 
the whole Biology Building were to 
fall down around him, he would 
still go on. 

The demonstration finally ended, 
due, perhaps, to the efforts of the 
little men who kept popping in and 
out during the ' lecture. It was 
afterwards discovered that the 
water was the result of a rotten 
pipe. It took a considerable time to 
repair, and now the authorities are 
relying on hope that it will not 
happen again.

fGLOO STUDY IN UGHT 
SHADOW AHD TEXTURE 



There has been a lot of specula- 
tion about the "igloo" that is being 
constructed outside the Roddick 
Gates. But you're wrong — it is 
not an "igloo"; it is something far 
more subtle, namely a "study in 
Light, Shadow, Texture, Color, and 
Mass". To be more definite it is 
an attempt to move away from the 
normal and rather unoriginal run 
of ice castles, and build instead 
something creating the mood of the 
carnival. The architects were asked 
to design the creation, presumably 
because they have a higher percen- 
tage of the carnival spirit than 
anyone else. 

: Technically, the ice sculpture 
consists of ice blocks fused to- 
gether by hot water and arranged 
in tho shape of two interlocking 
semi-circles. The diameter of these 
is 15 ft. and the hight will be tbc 
same. The blocks are lowered into 
the required position with the help 
of a crane supplied by the Beaver 
Construction Co. Holes are going 
to be drilled into the ice blocks, and 
into these dye is going to be placed. 
This dye will diffuse through the 
blocks, and give some most unusual 
color effects. 

I The construction was started on 
Wednesday, and it is hoped to have 
it completed by Monday. This, the 
Carnival authorities feel, will help 
to instill the required spirit into 
both the students, and the general 
populace who walk up and down 
Sherbrooke street.

j Duiintî tlie past few weeks, the 
U.N. Security Council has been 
playing an important role In world 
events. Whether its efforts will be 
successful or not is yet to be seen, 
but since there has been soiiic mis- 
unilerstandinjî iil'-.out its functions 
and "value", and since McGill is 
co-sponsoring a Model Security 
Council to be held this week-end, 
^'.oma information about the "real- 
ity" and the "model" seems to be 
called for. 

"Philosopher Kings" 
Pirst of all, let us establish 
what the Security Council is not. 
It Is not a Utopian assemblage of 
I'hilosnphcr-Kings. The League 
failed largely because, it neglect- 
ed to reckon with power politics. 
The United Nations, on the other 
hand, recognizing political rcal- 
ilics. created the Security Coun> 
cil as n working compromise be- 
tween the claims of the great 
powers and the democratic rights 
of small nations; thus the power 
of "veto" was gronted to each 
of the five permanent memtMrs. 
Veto 

■ The "veto", though often abused, 
is an essential part of the Council 
machinery. Had the power of 
''veto" been omitted in the Charter, 
not only would a mere majority 
agreement have been impossible to 
implement in practice, but the con- 
tinued existence of the Security 
Council, and possibly, that of the 
United Nations, would have be- 
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— Gazette Ptioto Service 

come precarious. The prime raison 
d'etre of the U.N. — its capacity of 
providing a channel between East 
and West, which can be Icept open 
even in the midst of international 
tension — would have been defeated. 

Again, the Security Council, 
.since it is composed of human 
beings, is not invested with mi- 
raculous powers. The ways of 
deliberation arc slow, and arc 
often encumbered with unneces- 
sary verbiage and "propaganda", 
but for those who remember, the 
bungling circumlocutions of di- 
plomacy arc preferable to the 
<iuirk, efficient horrors of war. 

What then, ia the Security Coun 
cil? It is the organ on which Mcni' 
ber States have conferred "primary 
responsibility for the maintenance 
of international peacéfâhd^Éecur- 
ity". As such, it has been instru 
mental in enforcing cessation of 
active hostilities in such trouble 
spots as Palestine, Indonesia and 
Kashbir. However, any effort made 
to further the purposes of the 
U.N., whether inside or outside its 
organizational framework, has 
been welcomed by that body (Arti 
cle 3G). 

Face 

11 What is most important, how- 
ever, is that the Security Council 
provides the machinery whereby 
both aides to a dispute may be in 
vitcd to air their grievances with- 
out loss of face to cither side — a 
feat impossible before the forma- 
tion of the U.N., and of crucial im- 
portance in a world where "face" 
plays such a dominant role. 
Model Council 
Granted that the Security 
Council Is of some value, what Is 
accomplished by a Model Coun- 
cil, whose decisions have no 
power whatever? The same can 
be asked about the value of a 
.'\lodel Parliament. The import* 
nncc of such enterprises docs 
nut lie in the decisions reached, 
l)ut in the interest and concern 
(hat arc awakened in the parti- 
cipant and the Hpectalor; — 
interest that few methods can 
invoke as well as dramatization, 
and concern that is essential if 
the democratic process is to have 
, any mcaninR. 

The Rules 
Tltc Model Security Council to be 
held this week wil adhere as closely 
as posiblo to the practice of the 
actual U.N. body. There will be 11 
Member countries participating, of 
which five (China, France, USSR, 
the United Kingdom and the U.S.) 
are permanent, and the other six

General Assembly for two-year 
terms. In addition, any country in- 
volved in a dispute may be in-^ted 
to state its grievances before the 
Council. All decisions other than 
those pertaining to procedure, are 
to be made by an affirmative vote 
of 7 members, while a negative 
vote by a permanent member will 
constitute a "veto". Any member 
will have to abstain from voting 
in a dispute to which it is a party. 

Howovei, in the interests of va- 
riety and efficiency, the Model Se- 
curity Council will repart from 
actual proccdui^ in at least two 
matters. It will not confine Itself 
to resolutions involving an imme- 
liiate threat to world peace, and 
instead of having a Delegation 
take on the chair, the Model Coun- 
^'il has been fortunate in having 
•Mr. Rene Pouliot, of lOAO, as 
president of the Council.

hold him back. He pushed through 
them and walked with stiffly deli- 
berate strides to the Congress lob- 
by, leaving his anguished followers 
stating numbly after him.

A senate attempt at 
impeachment failed, but threats of 
mobs of country-dwellers pouring 
into Washington drove the Pres- 
ident Into refuge in the U.N. Secre- 
tariat Building where, guarded by 
U.N. police, the world disarma- 
ment conference was held. 

The conference was marred 
only by an abortive attempt of 
some army generals to pirate the 
nation's ' atom-bomb supply and 
some long-range bombers in an

changes in the constitution, etc. 
•The only continuity comes from 
the previous NFCUS Executive 
whicli ^naturall]^ is unwilling to 
hâve its own year criticized. 

8. In many cases NFOUS dele- 
gates come not from student coun- 
cils but from local "NFCUS" clubs. 
To this extent, the NFCUS Con- 
ference is a meeting of associated 
clubs, not a convening of represen- 
tative executives. 

( Until many of these points are 
realized and overcome, NFCUS 
is bound to be a^ luxury for stu- 
dent coundllors. If- it does not 
appear to you that they will be 
overcome, I advise you to vote for 
AfcGill's withdrawarfrom NFCUS 
this year.

of Social Work." 
That a new "Article XII — 
Referenda" be added to the 
Constitution of the Students' 
Society of McGili University to 
provide : 

(1) A meeting of tiic Students' 
Society must first have been 
called. 

(2) A qponun must not have 
been present at the meeting 
and/or when the veto was taken. 

(3) H a quorum is not present 
an unofficial meeting must be 
ibeld to discus the items on the 
agenda. 

(4) Tho Students' Executive 
Council may, at its discretion, 
Oiold a referendum on any or 
all of the issues which were to 
to have been discussed at the 
Students' Society meeting. 



(5) A minimum of 300 students 
must vote. 

(6) 'Hie referendum shall be 
bound by similar rules of pro- 
cedure as applies to the Stu- 
dents' Society meetings, e.g. 
■two-thirds majority for consti- 
tutional changes. 

(7) A dccisionr taken by a refe- 
rendum' shall be as binding as a 
decision of a Students' Society 
(meeting. 

(8) Tlie referendum shall be 
under the supervision of the 
Students' Executive Council, and 
conducted by tho Chief Return- 
ing Officer.
